. COMMERCIAL WAR WITH RUSSIA. 
On the 8th of this month the Circuit Court 
of Appeals decided that the Board of Gen- 
eral Appraisers has jurisdiction in 
arising from the imposition! of discriminat- 
ing customs duties. This decision. opens 
the way for the speedy rehearing of the 
question whether Russian beet sugar gets 
the benefit of a government bounty when 
exported and is, therefore, subject to coun- 
tervailing duties under the Dingley law. 
When the Secretary of the Treasury made 
his decision to the effect that these duties 
do apply he did so use he believed 
he had no discretion in the matter, in the 
light of the evidence laid before him. The 
law calls for the imposition of countervail- 
ing duties when a bounty ‘is paid diréctly 
or indirectly. The evidence laid before the 
Secretary showed that the Russian sugar 
sent abroad is exempted from payment 
of the government consumption tax and 
hence indirectly gets a bounty, The Secre- 
tary. could not fly in the face of the facts 
to do a favor to Russia, for that would have 
been an injustice to Germany, France, 
and other countries exporting beet sugar, 
which they would have resented. at once. 
Thanks to the decision of the Court of 
Appeals this important question can be re- 
exa A cargo of Rugsian beet sugar 
will atrive at New York in a few days. 
‘When the Collector dema the payment 
of the countervailing duty the importer 
can appeal to the Board pf General Ap- 
praisers, which can decide differently from 
the Secretary of the Treasury if satisfied 
by the evidence submitted to it that Rus- 
sian sugar gets no bounty. * 
The Russian government contends that 
it does not. This establishes a presump- 
tion that the sugar is not thus favored. 
The burden of proof should rest upon the 
other side. It should be required to prove 
beyond doubt that.this Rusgian sugar comes 
within the purview of the law. There is 
a real difference of opinion as to whether. 
it does. It is said that the Attorney Gen- 
eral of the United States js ready to give 
an opinion to the effect that the Russian 
regulations concerning beet ae do not 
bestow a bounty on the exported product, . 
When the Board of General Appraisers 
shall have made its decision an appeal will 
lie from it to the United States Circuit 
OCourt.. Should that decision be in favor 
of the importer he will not appeal and 
the Treasury officials may not doso. Then 
this controversy will be settled and set- 
tled speedily. ‘Should the decision be 
against the importer he will appeal and the 
Olreuit Gourt will consider the case with- 
out delay. Its action be final unless 
the court is of the opinion that its decision

To insist on the execution of leaders who 
are more powerful than the government 
itself is merely to overthrow all authority 
and force the partition of China among the 
powers. This is not in accord with the 
wishes of the United States, whatever the 
European nations may desire. Americans 
would prefer to see the abandonment of im- 
possible demands and the restoration of 
peace as soon as possible.
